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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues in the remarks that Xiong is not applicable to the instant invention because Xiong does not provide stabilization in the 
transition mode. The abstract of Xiong discloses "preferably the operation point is selected at or near the hysteresis transition edge to 
provide high rate deposition of high quality films." It is therefore unclear why it would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
operation within the transition mode. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning and 
piecemeal addition of multiple references, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a 
reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary 
skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Each of the prior art references disclose 
known processes and process conditions for the deposition and optical layer formation art. 
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
